3o The heavy ground action of the past month was occasioned 
in large part by the limited UN offensive of mid-October along the 
central front which was undertaken in conjunction with the amphibious 
feint at lonson, Possibly anticipating a major UN attack, the enemy 
reacted strongly to the UN seizure of several terrain features and 
the heaviest enemy artillery fire of the Korean war occurred during 
the subsequent fighting*, Casualties on both sides were much heavier 
during this period than those reported previously, especially among 
several ROK Divisions holding portions of the central front. Beyond 
the fact that the eneny is prepared to accept heavy casualties and 
expend substantial quantities of ammunition of all types in order to 
hold his present positions along the front, the pattern of ground 
activity provides no special indications of Communist intentions in 
Korea with respect either to a cease fire or future military operations.
